N e w 
a c c o u n t i n g 
procedures are to be im­ 
plemented in Collin County 
as a result of a survey audit 
prepared by Peat. Marwick. 
Mitchell and Company. 
The g ran d jury which 
instigated the diagnostic 
review of county finances 
met with representatives of 
the firm Thursday morning 
to study the 40 page report 
The jurors later met with 
199th District Judge Tom 
Ryan, County Auditor Bill 
Eubanks and members of 
the commissioners court to 
relate their findings. 
Foreman 
John 
Waddell 
told Ryan that the grand 
jury felt that “immediate 
action” by county officials is 
needed to comply with the 
audit’s 
recommendations, 
Court Censures Judge 


Judge David H. Brown, 
whose 59th Judicial District 
Court 
encompasses 
Collin 
Collin and Grayson Counties, 
will remain in office, but the 
Texas Supreme Court says 
he 
should 
be 
officially 
censured. 
According to reports from 
Austin, the Supreme Court 
did not remove Judge Brown 
from office, as urged by the 
T e x a s 
J u d i c i a l 
Qualifications Commission, 
but did state their concern on 
two of the many charges 
leveled at 
Brown by the 
commission. 
Only in one area, however, 
did the high court accuse 
Brown of willfully c o m ­ 
mitting midconduct. 
A six-man majority said 
that 
Brown 
should 
be 
reprimanded for “ Intruding 
his Judicial role into the 
confidential relations of an 
accused person and his 
attorney.” 
The charge referred to an 
ac cu satio n 
that 
Brown 
au thorized 
the 
G rayson

sheriff to “bug” a 
converation 
betw een

defendant and his attorney 
during an arm ed robbery 
trial. 
The other area of the 
Supreme Court’s concern, 
the ruling pointed out, is 
B row n’s 
absence 
while 
serving as an arbitrator or 
mediator. 
On these m a tte rs , the 
court 
said 
that 
Browm 
should be reprimanded, but 
not removed from office. 
One Supreme Court judge 
indicated he thought Brown 
should be removed 
from 
office, 
but 
two 
others 
dissented from the majority 
report on the grounds that 
even censure is too much for 
what took place. 


The Supreme Court ruling 
apparently caps proceedings 
which began in May of 1971, 
when

m idconduct

B ro w n s 
court. 
The commission drew up a 
long list of charges, which 
included dereliction of duty 
b ecau se of frequent a b ­ 
s e n c e s ; 
u n l a w 7 f u l l y 
obligating Grayson County 
funds by hiring a private 
plane to pick up a prisoner in 
Kentucky, by hosting a jury 
to dinner and drinks at a 
country club and causing the 
county to pay for it, and by 
hiring an outside attorney to 
assist the grand jury; im ­ 
properly holding several 
attorneys 
in contempt 
of 
court; improper revocation 
of a criminal 
bond; 
im ­ 
proper admonition to the 
Grayson County Attorney s 
office; repeated threats to 
attorneys; 
unfairness and 
partiality in trying cases; 
improper conversations with 
defendants while on trial; 
interference with operations 


of the county a tto rn e y ’s 
office; improper and untrue 
public sta te m en t^ about 
attorneys; mishandling of an 
estate, and other related 
charges. 
In May and June of 1972, 
retired District Judge W R 
Blalock conducted a hearing 
on 
the c h a rg e s , at 
the 
request of the State Supreme 
Court, and after eight days 
of 
testim o n y 
from 
a p ­ 
proximately IOO witnesses. 
Judge Blalock ruled 
that 
none of the charges were 
su b stan tia l 
enough 
to 
rec o m m en d 
cen su re 
or 
removal from office. 
In his findings, Ju d g e 
Blalock com m ented, 
“ A 
rela tiv e ly sm all n um ber, 
about three or four, lawyers 
were involved in the trial of 
criminal cases out of which 
many of the charges against 
Judge Brown arose. These 
lawyers appeared to have 
bitter personal feelings of 
dislike for Judge Brown.” 
Judge Blalock went on to 
commend 
Brown 
for 
his 
business-like 
manner, 
his 
decorum in the courtroom, 


his 
consideration 
for 
a t­ 
torneys, 
and 
his 
prompt 
ruling on legal matters. 
H ow ever, 
Blalock 
did 
point out that Judge Brown 
has “shown impatience with 
attorneys whom he believes 
are indulging in delaying 
tactics, or just stalling,” and 
toward attorneys “who come 
into 
court 
w ithout 
preparation. 
Judge 
Blalock rendered 
his decision in November of 
1972, and after two meetings 
to consider the results, the 
qualifications c o m m ittee 
voted in September of last 
year to take their objections 
to the Supreme Court.

a modified accrual system of 
accounting. Under the new 
procedure, expenditules will 
be recorded at the time the 
liabilities are incurred and 
the 
rev en u es 
will 
be 
recorded when received in 
cash or, in the case of taxes, 
when levied. 
The survey 
states 
that 
modified 
accru al 
is 
a 
“superior 
method 
of 
ac ­ 
counting” because it relates 
costs and expenditures to the 
time period in which the 
benefits of the outlays are 
received and because it 
provides a more accurate 
matching of the benefits with 
assorted revenues. 
The report also claims that 
in a cash system such as 
cu rren tly 
exists 
in 
the 
county, 
“ an 
a c c u ra te 
comparison of expenditures 
in relation to services ren­ 
dered is not possible because 
the services may 
be ren­ 
dered in one fiscal period 
and 
the 
d isb u rse m en ts 
related to such services not 
be made until the following 
fiscal period.” 
To assist Eubanks in the 
conversion 
to 
m odified 
accrual, 
Ryan 
asked 
the 
county co m m issio n ers to 
reta in 
P eat, 
M arw ick, 
Mitchell and Company as 
special consultants to the 
county and to hire a certified 
public accountant to act as 
an assistant county auditor 
for about two months. 
At the end of the two 
months, Ryan said he felt 
Eubanks would be able to 
handle the new 
system

m anagem ent.” although he 
recommended periodic spot 
checks by the accounting 
firm 
to 
insure

He 
pointed out that the new 
procedures will not be very 
difficult to follow but that 
“ this is something that we 
have failed to do in the 
past.” 
Ryan also instructed the

jury and told them that their 
efforts “have 
caused the

“ O ccasionally, 
county 
governments do change for 
the better,” he said, “ and 
you have been instrumental 
in changing this one.” 
The audit’s other major 
recommendations 
included 
the following:

The new review of wheat 
and feed grain production 
consum ption and re se rv e 
prospects was issued after 
officials 
scaled 
down 
production p rospects for 
American corn and spring 
wheat 
and 
soviet 
wheat, 
but increased estimates put 
world wheat production this 
year at an estimated 369 
million tons, down 5.5 million 
tons from a mid-June pro­ 
jection. At the sam e time, 
however, estimates of world 
wheat consum ption w ere 
lowered 4 million tons — 
largely because R ussian 
farmers 
are 
expected 
to 
replace wheat 
with other 
grains in feeding livestock 
O verall, 
the 
an a ly sis 
showed 
world 
w heat 
production is expected 
to 
exceed total consumption by 
2.3 million tons instead of the 
3.8 million ton excess pro­ 
jected in mid-June. Experts 
also noted, however, that 
rese rv e stocks in ma j o r 
grain exporting nations in 
mid-1975 were expected to 
reach 33.1 million tons — up 
6.7 million tons from this 
sum m er and 600,000 tons 
above the forecast issued a 
few weeks ago. 
A new feed grain analysis

attracted much attention.” 
He specified the increase 
of sm all cars on the high­ 
w ays. 
A ccordin g 
to

Insurance Institute for High­ 
way Safety, the occupants of

severe in ju ries than the 
occupants of larger cars. 
“ Sm all car drivers should 
be 
aware 
of 
the extra 
hazards they face.” Locke 
said 
“ W hile we urge all 


drivers to buckle up and 
drive defensively, drivers of 
sub-com pacts 
should 
be 
doubly cautious.” 
Locke also noted the sharp 
increase in the presence of 
gas-saving m otorcycles on 
the 
road 
today 
and 
the 
corresponding 
increase 
in 
cycle- car 
accid en ts. 
He 
urged drivers to be on the 
lookout 
for 
two-wheeled 
vehicles, and to accord them 
the normal

plans for their new corporate 
headquarters 
and 
Preston 
Center Branch Office, “ First 
Place .” the executive of­ 
ficers

rugged siding from an old

County 
barn. 
Throughout the rest of the 
building 
is 
an 
am azing 
collection of old and new 
objects

which all seem perfectly at 
home together: turn-of-the- 
century Indonesian puppets, 
an antique baker’s rack, a 
contem p orary nail scu lp ­ 
ture,
